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High School Housing Problem; 
$3,000,000 Is Needed Soon 


Join with us for a few moments and put ourselves in the 
position of having to decide on how best to provide educa- 
tional facilities for the high school students of our community. 

It takes about two years from the time money is avail- 
able until a new school building is ready. You are aware of 
the tremendous population growth throughout the Chaffey 


district. 


It is likely that if no more classrooms are provided by 
Sept. 1957, high school students will be on “double sessions” 
at the Euclid Ave. campus and the present capacity of the 
Upland high school will be inadequate. 

Shall we take immediate action now to provide for the 
necessary classrooms? Or, shall we wait until later, a year 
or so, and let the students get a taste of double-session high 


school education? 


Or, as good citizens, vitally interested in the education 
of the children in our community, shall we do something right 
now to meet the situation? What can be done? 

It will take at least $1,500,000 to finish the Upland high 
school campus so 2,500 students can be served. At the same 
time, it will take at least $1,500,000 to buy a site for a new 
high schoool campus in Ontario and to provide enough class- 
rooms on that campus for about 1200 students. 

In other words if we had $3,000,000, the construction of 
classrooms could be up to schedule with the anticipated 
needs. By September of next year, the facilities would be 


ready. 


Construction costs have been increasing. There is no 
likelihood of any immediate decrease. It will take about 40 
acres for an adequate high school site in Ontario. Cost of 
the land is going up, not down. 


It is not difficult to anticipate the high school population 
for the next few years. Just note the number of pupils in the 
junior high schools and elementary grades. You have the 


answer, 


The Euclid campus will be overcrowded very soon and 
the first unit of the Upland campus will be used to capacity 


during 1957-58. 


And so the answer is up to you. 

It so happens, a bond issue of $3,000,000 is scheduled for 
an election Feb. 17 — a month hence. ' 

We heartily concur in the action of the Chaffey board of 
education in calling this election. To have delayed the ques- 
tion would have been short-sighted and an act of negligence.

I was ghost writer, in 1936 while 
editing a cowtown weekly in 
Nebraska, of a ‘‘Toast to an Irish 
Setter’, which appeared in Dog 
World and was reprinted in nu- 
merous magazines and newspa- 
pers. 

The countrye was dog. crazy 
then but I didn’t realize how 
crazy. Then was the time. to get 
in on manufacturing end of a 
dog food that would have been a 
household word now. 


Business had even gone to the 
dogs when I wrote that toast. 
The kids started to school that 
fall without shoes. and proper 
clothing beeause of the fourth 
straight-year of erop failure and 
low farm prices. 


Editorially,- there was a_ lot 
more to do than write toasts to 
dogs. Many people at that time 
would have relished a can of the 
horse meat now used in canine 
menus. 


A local mail carrier had a 
kennel of Irish Setters..He was 
a bachelor and it was a’ darned 
good thing. It took all his wages 
to feed those dogs. After a series 
of shows he was awarded the 
International Championships, in 
both male and female divisions 
to Irish Perfection and Nancy 
of Homerville. He was proud but 
mighty poor. 

Will Judy, editor of Dog World, 
wrote to this mail carrier asking 
that he write a toast to an Irish 
Setter to appear with an article 
about the two winners. This mail 
carrier was lacking in literary 
attainments and consequently 
farmed the job out to me. 

My interest up to that time in 
dogs had been confined to one 
American Brown Spaniel that 
knew more about. hunting than 
I did. It never dawned at that 
early date the importance dogs 
would play in American’ lives. 


Here in Upland we find hun- 
dreds of families who are slaves 
to their dogs.

The five percent bonding limi- 
tation answers the equestion ask- 
ed by many voters — ‘Why 
can’t the board of trustees of 
the school district take care of 
all the capital outlay needs of 
the school district simultaneous- 
ly?’”’ Not having the financial 
ability to provide all facilities as 
soon as need is evident the 
governing board of a_ growing 
school district is often faced with 
the necessity of developing a list 
of building needs arranged in or- 
der of priority. As soon as the 
most urgent needs are met the 
school district will very likely 
have developed sufficient unused 
bonding capacity to provide the 
financing necessary for the next 
item or items on the priority list. 
Unused bonding capacity, of 
course, is developed in two ways, 
the retirement of outstanding 
bonds and-or an increase in as- 
sessed valuation.
